Orozco Withdraws Southward— 
At Odds with Blanco—May 
Fight Advancing Federals.

Rebel Food Supplies from Texas Not

EL PASO, Texas, Feb. 9.—Gen. Navarro, 
with seven hundred Mexican regulars to 
reinforce the Juarez garrison, was re- 
ported eighty miles south of the Mexican 
Centra] Railway to-day, moving cautious- 


trains, with a work trarn preceding them, 
and repairing the track as they advance, 
The railway line is now open for traffic 
to a distance of sixty miles south, and 


Navarro is expected to arrive at his des- | 


tinaiion by to-morrow unless he is greatly 
delayed by the repair work or by an at- 
tack from the insurrectos. 

The rebel Commander Orozco withdrew 
from his position near this city at day- 
break, proceeding southward. It is said 
that he will seek to surprise Navarro, who 
is in th locality where Blanco and his in- 
#urrectos were last seen. 

Navarro, however, {s taking every pre- 
caution to guard against a surprise or 
sudden aitack from the rebels as he ad- 
vances. Cavalry patrols are sent ahead 
to reconnoitre, and his detachment. is 
moving by slow stages. One of his trains 
Was reported to have been dynamited last 
night, but this was contradicted by rall- 
road men who returned from the south on 
@ work train to-day. These men repaired 
the bridges to a distance of sixty miles 
below Juarez, but returned when the 
Mexican laborers retused to proceed fur- 
ther, saying they were afraid they would 
be attacked by the Insurrectos. 

An encounter between Mexican regulars 
and insurrectos occurred fifty miles east 
of Juarez last nicht, and during the en- 
gagemeht sixteen insurrectos were wound- 
ed, according to reports received here to- 
day by the commanding officer at Fort 
Bliss. Some of those who took part in 
the battle crossed the river near Fort 
Hancock and were taken in custody by 
the United States troops on guard duty 
at that point. Several other trivial en- 
gagements are reported south of Juarez, 
but none of serious nature. 

Members of the revolutionary funta to- 
night said that Gen. Orozco, who was re- 
inforced this afternoon by 250 men under 
Gen. Casilla, would contest the road to 
Juarez with the Federal troops under Gen. 
Naverro. It was Gen. Casilla, and not 
Aianis, they said, who spent Tuesday night 
twelve miles east Sf here, across the river 
from Ysleta, at Saragossa. If took him 
until this afternoon to make the junction. 
He had = brush with the Federals last 
night, but eluded them. 

Plans of the insurrectos were at sixes 
and sevens this forenoon. The junta was 
divided as to whether Orozco should re- 
main near Juarez, nursing a hope that 
Blanco would come to his aid, or abandon 
the campaign and retreat, 

A member who favored the retreat said 
that Orozco’s force had been purposely 
announced as larger than it was. All 


told. he said, the insurrecto force under 
Orczco had not numbered more than 500 
men. This was the real reason that 
Juarez was not attacked. 

Finally Orozco actually determined to 
retreat. He was unable to get food from 
the American side, and despite his tong 
wait reinforcements had net joined him. 
Leaving a rear guard of fifty men across 
from the E!] Paso smelter, he began the 
march south. Meantime the local junta; 
was busy on the legal question of send- 
ing fond across the river. After much} 
consulting of the law, United States Com- 
missioner Oliver decided that food could'! 
be taken across *he boundary. 

This decision of the Commissioner was 
made when he released from custody José 
Perfecto Lomeli, an insurrecto leader, who 
Was arrested with several others when a 
supply wagon was seized. Mr. Oliver 
based his decision on the fact that the 
Mexican Government had not declared 
provisions or anything else contraband of 
War.

Arrangements were madc yesterday 
with Orozco to fly one of the machines 
during the meet over the insurgent camp, 
and the rebel leader assured E. J. 
McCormick. agent of the international 
aviators, who visited the camp, that the 
machine would not be fired on by his 
men. The management of the aviators 
was, however. informed to-day by the 
French Vice Consul at El Paso that the 
Mexican Federal soldiers would open fire 
#f a machine flew over the fortified city. 

John L. Clem, Chief Quartermaster 
of the Department of Texas, immediately 
went to Juarez and conferred with the 
Mexican commander, explaining to him 
that the flying exhibition had no military 
status, but was merely a pastime on this 
oeecasion.

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SAY BLACKHANDERS 
FORCED SCOTT TOMB 


Erie Police Theory, but No Real 
Clue to Men Who Stole 
Virs. McCollum’s Body. 








OTHER COFFINS DISTURBED 





Son-in-Law of Late Congressman W. L. 
Scott, Who Built Mausoleum, Jailed 
Italians Who Threatened Him. 





ERIE, Penn., Feb. 9.—A search of twen- 
ty-four hours has failed to uncover a sin- 
gle clue to the identity of the ghouls who, 
sometime during the past four days, dese- 
crated the mausoleum in the Erie Ceme- 
tery of the late Congressman William L. 
Scott, wealthy railroad man, and carried 
away the body of his sister-in-law, Mrs. 
Anna M. McCollum, The police and mem. 
bers of the family refuse to discuss the 
case, 

Late to-night the police found a hole [tn 
the east side of the cemetery fence, anJ 
about 500 feet from the vault. Several 
pickets had been torn away, and the body 
is believed to have been removed through 
this opening. A thorough search of the 
Italian settlement in the vicinity of the 
cemetery produced nothing, while not a 
trace of the body was found at any of the 
railroad stations. 

An investigation of the vault has shown 
conclusively that the depredators were 
persons familiar with the work under- 
taken. Whien the copper plates in front 
of the crypts were torn away a sharp- 
hooked instrument was run into the crypt 
and the name plates pulled from the cof- 
fins. This has led to the belief that the 
robbers were looking for a particular cof- 
fin. Besides the body of Mrs. McCollum, 
there were five others In the vault, those 
of her husband, John Van McCollum, 
Willlam L. Scott, Mrs. Willtam L. Scott, 
Richard Townsend of Washington, D. C., 
and Anna Townsend, an infant daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Townsend of Washing- 
ton. <All the coffins had been tampered 
with. 

The stolen coffin was the first on the 
lower tier at the north side of the mauso- 
leum, and directly opposite it on the sec- 
ond tier is the coffin containing the body 
of Mrs. Scott. There was some evidence 
of an attempt to take this away also. 

The first hint of the outrage was when 
two women walking through the ceme- 
tery found broken chains and the mauso- 
leum doors open. They notified Mrs. 
Strong, who is a daughter of Mr. Scott, 
and who, in turn, notified the police. 

The head of a Pittsburg detective agency 


and a number of assistants arrived here!, 
i; to-night. 


They visited the home of 
Charles H. Strong, a son-in-law of Mr. 
Scott, and later inspected the mausoleum, 
No statement was forthcoming, however. 

It is reported the Strong taenity"ta con- 
templating the announcement of a large 
reward tor the recovery of Mrs. McCol- 
lum'’s body. During the day the cemetery 
officials offered a reward of $1,000. 

The idea advanced by the local police 
that the body of Mrs, McCollum is being 
held for ransom by designing persons is 
based on an incident of two years ago, 
when the Strong family received Black 
Hand letters demanding $10,000, with the 
alternative of having tnelir Summer home 
west of this city blown to atoms. The 
perpetrators were subsequently appre- 
hended and are now in the Western Peni- 
tentiary serving out sentences following 
conviction in the courts. 

Mrs. McCollum died in Philadelphia 
nearly twenty years ago. She was the 
wife of J. V. McCollum and daughter of 
John A. Tracey of this city. The body 
was brought here and placed in the Scott 
vault, which is situated near the middle 
of the cemetery and hidden from view 
from the street. On account of the cold 
weather recently few persons have visited 
the cemetery, and the robbers were free 
to work with little fear of being molested. 

William L. Scott, who built the mauso- 
leum over twenty years ago, was a close 
personal friend of the late ex-President 
Grover Cleveland, and was one of the 
leaders of the Democracy in the House of 
Representatives when Cleveland was 
serving his first termi as President of the 
United States. Grover Cleveland was one 
of the pallbearers at his funeral, his re- 
mains being the first to be interred in 
the vault, 


NEWSPAPERS HID $100,000. 


Stamford Miser Kept Awake All Night 
for Eight Years Guarding Hoard.

STAMFORD, Conn. Feb. 9.—A mystery 
that surrounded a miser, William P. Mal- 
lory, who died here last week of apoplexy, 
has been cleared by the discovery among 
his effects of packets of love letters. The 
letters show that he had been twice dis- 
appointed in love, the effect of which 
converted him into a sort of money 
changer. He would lend money on per- 
sonal property or on real estate. He was 

shrewd and close, and grew rich. 
After his death stacks of newspapers 
were found in his room, some of them 


twenty years old. In their folds were 
notes and checks that had never been put 
through the banks—some dating thirteen 
years ago—United States bonds, State 
bonds, mining and American Express 
stocks, and other securities. The news- 
papers had served as the old man’s safe 
depository. 

For eight years I never slept a wink 
at night, but sat in a rotking chair, 
wuarding them,’ he said. 
in the day.’ 

During these eight years no one put 
Mr. Mallory entered his room, of which 
he himself took care. 

The value of the property concealed in 
the old newspapers was close to $100,000. 
Many coupons on the bonds had never 
been cashed. It is estimated that Mr. 
Mallory’s estate is about $250,000. He left 
no will, and his property will go to three 
sisters, who live at Hamilton, Canada. 

For a year or so before his death, Mr. 
Mallory never removed his shoes. He 
had dropsy, and feared if he took the 
shoes off that the disease would affect 
his feet so that he could never put on 
his shoes again. His chief garment latter- 
ly was a long flowing robe, not unlike a 
bath robe. 

Until his health fatied Mr: Mallory 
transacted his business on the veranda 
of his residence. He would not even 
allow his lawyer to enter his room.

CHICAGO, Feb. 9.—A resolution has 
been drawn up by the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the National Independent Tele- 
phone convention to the effect that a 
merger of Independent and Bell interests 
is inexpedient and undesirable. The 
resolution was considered in executive 


session to-night, and {t is planned to have 
it adopted in open convention to-morrow. 


Resolutions will also be presented calling 
for public utility commissions in the sev- 
eral States and for laws regulating inter- 
change of telephone service between all 
telephone companies. 


The report of the committee {fs still in 
the hands of the committee.

eral speakers an opportunity to express 
their disapproval of any combination, 
although delegates from the larger cities 
seemed anxious to have laws passed that 
would bring about physical communication

Miss Kiaeboo réturned 
presently. Learning from Miss Neuman 
that the men were walting for her, she 
went into the parior. 

Fifteen minutes later Miss Neuman saw 
the three start for the door and stopped 
them, demanding to know where they 
were taking Miss Kliaeboe. Then, she 

says, the detectives told her that Miss 
Kiaeboe was under arrest and Gilday 
showed her a letter, the purport of which 
she was too excited to grasp, although 
she saw it was addressed to the Mayor 
and was signed by Miss Kliaeboe.

‘There, the Superinten- 
dent said, Miss Klaeboe had lived for 
four years, although she was not a gov- 
erness, and had left only when it became 
necessary to give her room to a member 
of the profession. 

it was learned at the Home that Miss ' 
Klaeboe is a Norwegian, and that besides 
her own language, she speaks English, 
French, and German with fluency. She 
is 45 years old, of mild, refined appear- 
ance, and last night was dressed entire- 
ly in black. 

It is understood that Miss Klaeboe 
likened her case to that of the Duffy 
boy in Brooklyn, who applied successfully 
to Mayor Gaynor to aid against police 
persecution. Miss Klaeboe, however, so 
far as could be learned last night, has 
never been arrested and was not in any 
trouble with the police. She is said to 
have been a governess in several wealthy 
families in the city.

But Little Board WIIIl Fight Closing 
of Market to It in the Courts. 


Consolidated Stock Exchange brokers 
@re- aroused over the new constitution, 
which is to make a close corporation of 
the Curb market, because one of its pro- 
visions is aimed at excluding Consolidated 
Exchange members from participation in 
the outside market. This section of the 
new constitution carries into the Curb 
market the same attitude of intolerance 
toward the Consolidated Exchange which 


the Stock Exchange has maintained for 
many years. 

No member of the Stock Exchange may 
have any business--retations with the 
“Little Board,’’ and this is a rule which 
the Stock Exchange most jealously 
Buards. 

Consolidated Exchange members do very 
little business with the Curb in com- 
parison with the Stock Exchange, whose 
members supply most of the Curb orders, 
but they are ready to fight for a free 
outside market. The Curb committee 
which drafted the new constitution has 
taken the Stock Exchange constitution as 
ts model, and the section excluding Con- 
solidated broxers reads like a leaf from 
the rules of the ‘* Big Board.’ It pro- 
vides: ' 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall be connected 
directly or indirectly or by a partner with 
any association other than the New York 
Stock Exchange in the City of New York 
which permits dealing in any Security or 
which permits to dealing in any depart- 
ment of the New York Stock Exchange 
shall be ineligible for m2mbership. 

The Consolidated Exchange brokers 
take the stand that the Curb market ob- 
tains its privilege of trading in the open 
street from the city and, therefore, can- 
mot exclude them. The Constitution 
Committee contends that the city cannot 

revent the outside brokers from .choos- 
ng whom they shall do business with. 
They say that they cannot prevent the 
Consolidated members or their represent- 
atives from doing business in the Broad 
Street market, but they can’t be forced 
to accept their contracts. 

it is understood that the Curb com- 
mittee has had the advice of the Stock 
Exchange’s lawyers. The Consolidated 
Exchange authorities have been appealed 
to, and outside brokers who oppose the 
exclusion of the Consolidated men from 
the new Curb Association predicted yes- 
terday that the attempt to enforce this 
rule of the Stock Exchange would mean

ADMITS USINGTHREAT 
10 GET DIVORCE FEE 


One Lawyer Openly Declares He 
Regards Court’s Decree as a 
Lien to Use Against Client.

Justice McCall Tells of Possible Dis- 
barment Proceedings — Rush of

Supreme Court Justice McCall's inquiry, 
revealing 200 cases of interlocutory judg- 
ments of divorce which had never been 
made final, and Tue Timges’s disclosure 
that in many of these cases the failure 
of lawyers to present final decrees for 
signature was due to unsuccessful at- 
tempts at extortion, were the talk of the 
County Court House yesterday. 

One lawyer, enraged at the publication 
in THE TIMBs, went about waving a copy 
of the paper in his hand, and fairly shout- 
ed: 

“Extortion! Why, an attorney has a 
lien on all the papers in a divorce case. 
This article would make people think 
that all divorce lawyers are grafters! 
How else can a lawyer get his fee if he 
doesn't hold the papers? We'd never get 
any money if we didn’t hold the papers. 

‘“ Here’s a case I had. A man came to 
me to get a divomsce some years ago. I 
offered to get the divorce for him for $50. 
I put it through, and I didn’t get the 
fifty. 

“Why, I pulled $5 out of my own pock- 
et to pay for the transcription of the ste- 
nographer’s minutes. When I asked him 
to pay me, he kept putting me off, saying 
he didn't have the money, 

“Very well,’ I said. ‘I have all the 
papers, the whole judgment roll. Until 
you pay me I won't docket the divorce, 
and you can't get married.’ 

“I got the final decree and everything. 
It's all in my desk, and it’s been there for 
years. It'll rot there before I docket it 
without getting my fee. I have a lien on 
those papers. 

“Since the decree was obtained, the 
stenographer in the case has died. The 
man’s divorce is not worth a blank unless 
née pays me. I heard a few weeks ago 
that he was going to get married. I went 
to him and said: 

‘“* Leok here, you’re not divorced till I 
docket that decree. If you get married 
betore you square your account with me 
I'll go to the District Attorney of (Queens 
County and have you indicted for big- 
amy.’

Those who heard this lawyer's out- 
break observed that conduct such as he 
described is made possible only by Rule 
76 of the Appellate Division, governing 
the procedure of the Supreme Court. 
This rule prevents newspaper reporters 
from examining any papers in a divorce 
“action except the final decree. Before 


rthis is filed_it is possibie for lawvers to 


take the papers of the 
County Court House, bind them 
judgment roll and leave not even the 
Summons. and complaint in the County 
Cierk’s office or with the Clerk of Spe- 
cial Term, Part 

The judgment of the Supreme Court, 
entered and signed, is suspended at the 
pleasure of all attorneys, unscrupulous 
4S wWwellas scrupulous. the sten- 
ographer dies, as in the case described 
by the irate lawyer. or loses his notes 
or leaves the Supreme Court. it is im- 
possible to replace the record. Witnesses 
nay he dead or bevond the jurisdiction 
of the Court, and in the meantime new 
marriages may have been contracted, 
which aré invalid and by which the chil- 
dren are stigmatized, even though their 
parent was the innocent party to the 
action 

Justice McCall, who ordered the investi- 
gation, listened with surprise when the 
lawyer's outburst was repeated to him. 
He said: 

“The conduct which this lawyer admits 
is an impertinence to. the Supreme Court. 
Its decrees and judgments are not to be 
suspended at the whim of a lawyer or 
made subject to the payment of his fees. 
He has no lien on the judgment of the 
court. His remedy, if he feels that his 
client did not live up to his contract, isa 
civil suit. He might be disbarred for this 
action.’’ 

Justice McCall said that he and his fel- 
low Justices were resolved that interlocu- 
tory judgments in the future should be 
presented promptiy and that the present 
condition of affairs in this county should 
be cleared up immediately. He said that 
in cases where it appeared that there was 
malfeasance on the part of the attorney 
the cases would be called to the attention 
of the Appellate Division for discipline. A 
great many of the cases, he felt sure, 
were due to plain neglect. 

The Grievance Committee of the Bar 
Association has taken an interest in the 
revelations. Einar Chrystie of 2 Rector 
Street, counsel for the committee, de- 
clined yesterday, however, to discuss any 
action to be taken. 

All day long a crowd of persons besieged 
the offices of Special Term, Part [It., 
aroused by the exposure of the condition 
as to incomplete interlocutory judgments. 
Some of them were lawyers, seeking to 
get their interlocutory judgments out and 
in shape for presentation. Others were 
litigants who wished to learn whether 
they had been deceived by their attorneys. 

Some of the lawyers said that their er- 
rand was merely to learn whether junior 
clerks to whom they had entrusted the 
completion of decrees had done their 
work. It was asserted that some of the 
cases of incompleted decrees were due to 
the dishonesty of lawyers’ clerks, who 
had pocketed the fees for transcribing the 
minutes and docketing the record, and 
informed thelr employers that they nad 
done their duty. 

In addition to cases in which the final 
decree has never been presented for s;ie- 
nature after the entrance of an inter- 
locutory judgment, there were indications 
yesterday that in numerous cases law- 
yers had accepted fees and told clients 
they were divorced when no action what- 
ever had. been instiuted. 

The only remedy divorced persons have 
who have remarried without their law- 
vers having obtained a final decree, law- 
yers said yesterday, is to apply for an 
order, nunc pro tunc, entering the final 
decree as of the date when it should have 
been presented. This action, if it can be 
shown that the new marriage was in good 
faith, will validate it and legitimatize the 
children. 

It was said at the office of the County 
Clerk in Brooklyn yesterday that” the 
final decrees in a hundred or more divorce 
cases had not been filed. It is regarded

| BILL TO LEGALIZE MARRIAGES. 


Measure at Albany Intended to Secure 
the Bonds of Couples at Port Chester. 


Special to The New York Times, 

ALBANY, Feb. 9.—Members of the Sen- 
ate Judiciary Committee were asked to- 
day to do all in their power to expedite 
the passage of a bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Wainwright of Westchester, which 
has for its purpose the legalizing of more 
than 100 marriages contracted in Port 
Chester and vicinity. 

The marriage certfficates in these cases 
were issued by Police Justices in good 
faith only to have the discovery made 
later that, under a strict interpretation 
of the domestic relations law, they were 
not valid. The Police Justices who acted 
in the cases which are affected by the 
proposed legislation are Arthur R. Wil- 
cox, Wilson F. Wakefield, Robert H. 
Granger, Thomas F. J. Connolly, and Will- 
iam Baruch. ' 

Wlicox made the discovery that the cer- 
tificates issued by himself and his asso- 
ciates were not valid in that the clause 
giving Police Justices and Magistrates 
the right to perform the marriage ‘cere- 
mony does not apply to such function- 
aries in villages. Port Chester is a. vili- 
lage. He then had the bill prepared which 
Senator Wainwright introduced. 

The Senator, in urging the committee 
to report his bill favorably, said that not 
the least consideration in connection with 
the situation was the fact that any un- 
scrupulous person involved in one of these 
marriages could readily wriggle out of 
his maritial obligations did he so desire. 

Port Chester folk who heard about Sen- 
ator Wainwright's bill last night declared 
that the assertion that 100 illegal mar- 
riages had been performed must be a mis- 
Statement. They! said that two or three 
months ago the point was raised in @ 
local newspaper whether the Police Jus- 
tices of the town were empowered to per- 
form the marriage ceremony. The potnt 
Was not settled, although the Justices 
immediately ceased performing such cere- 
monies. Only five couples were found 
who had been married by Police Justices, 
and these promptly went through .a sec- 
ond ceremony before a minister.

ISSUES DEFENSE OF DIAZ. 
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The New York Mexican Society De- 
nounces Madero and Other Rebels. 


The Mexican Soclety of New York, an 
incorporated organization of those inter- 
ested in Mexico, issued last night, through 
its President. Francisco Juarez y An- 
drocies, a statement praising President 
Diaz and denouncing the revolutionary 
leader, Madero. 

‘*‘Madero, whose friendship for the 
United States has been vouched for by 
many of his sympathizers,”’ says the state- 
ment, ‘‘seized a chance to arouse the 
Mexican people when young Rodriguez 
was lynched a few months ago. His cry 
then, through hi official newspaper, 
Diario del Hogar, was ‘Down with the 
Yankees! ’ 

‘They call themselves anti-re-election- 
ists! They would rid themselves of the 
self-sacrificing Diaz! I shudder when I 
think of what would happen to them if 
any one of a hundred other men that I 
know were President of Mexico. Gen. 
Diaz, now an old man, has spent his life 
in upbuilding Mexico. No other man in 
Mexico shows such ability, and the uni- 
versal respect paid him by foreign resi- 
dents, as well as by Mexicans, testifies 
to his impartial and just dealings. 

‘During his administration all 
of worship have been protected. While 
carrying out the laws for freedom of 
opinion, he has been justly severe with 
those who interfered with the rights of 
others, and this may have caused some 
opposition to him among fanatical people. 

‘* Madero’s opposition must fail because 
Diaz is the people's choice. Civil war can 
and should end with the reconciliation of 
the parties, but in order to do this it is 
necessary that the Government remove 
the chief disturbing elements that might 
lead to another uprising. Madero and his 
leading fellow-conspirators should be 
treated as traitors as a warning to those 
agitators in New York and elsewhere who 
would fire any town if there was a chance 
to loot it.’’ 


FROM PRISON TO THE WAR. 


Mexican Editor Off After Term at 
Leavenworth for Conspiracy. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Feb. 9.—An- 
tonio De Araujo, a Mexican editor from 
San Antonio, Texas, was released from 
the Federal prison here to-day, after 


serving two and a half years for con. 
spiracy against a foreign State. He im- 
mediately started southward. 

He had previously announced his in- 
tention of joining the insurrectos in 
Mexico. 


ON NEW MEXICO LINE. 


Rebel Bands at Deming and Pelea 
Reported to Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—Two armed 
parties of Mexican insurrectos have been 
reported to the War Department as being 
in the vicinity of Deming, N. M., and 
Pelea, also in New Mexico, and almost 
on the border line. 

The War Department has transmitted 
the information to the commanding Gen- 
erals of the Departments of Texas and 
Colorado, and instructed them to take 


steps to prevent any violation of the neu- 
trality of the United States. 


ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., Feb. 9.—United 
Stutes Marshal Foraker left to-day for 
Pelea, in Southern New Mexico, to take 
nine men to Las Cruces for arrignment 
on charge of violating the neutrality laws.

Murphy Would Welcome Action 
on Their Part Which Would 
End Senatorial Muddle. 








NO CHANGE IN THE BALLOT 





Quarrel with Gaynor Denled by Mur- 
phy—Democratic Leaders in Senator 
Rooseveit’s District Dine Sheehan.

ALBANY, Feb. 9.—With the customary 
week-end truce in effect, the contest over 
who shall succeed Chauncey M. Depew 
in the United States Senate now is fo- 
cussed on a forthcoming conference be- 
tween Gov. Dix and Mayor Gaynor. The 
conference, according to announcement 
made by the Governor to-day, will take 
place in New York on Saturday. To be 
Sure, the Governor did not say that he 
and the Mayor would confer on the Sena- 
torial situation, but there is a general 
feeling at the Capitol to-night that their 
conversation will centre on that topic. 

Senator Franklin D. Roosevelt, leader 
of the Democratic insurgents, had a talk 
with Gov. Dix this evening. Later it was 
learned that Gov. Dix will be accompanied 
by Senator Roosevelt when he goes to 
New York on Saturday, and that the Gov- 
ernor will be entertained during his stay 
in New York:at the home of Mrs. James 
Roosevelt, the Senator's mother. 

Charles F. Murphy had a talk with Gov- 
Dix at the executive chamber this after- 
noon. With him was State Chairman 
Huppuch, recently appointed Public Serv- 
ice Commissioner. William F. Sheehan 
also saw the Governor. 

That Mr. Murphy would welcome the in- 
tervention of Gov. Dix and Mayor Gaynor 
in the Senatorship situation just now no- 
body doubts. Any suggestions emanating 
from them the Tammany leader could re- 
ceive with deference without impairing his 
Own prestige as a leader. It is admitted 
also in the Tammany camp that any can- 
didate who appeared in the field as the 
result Of such a process of selection would 
have the advantage of freeeaom from the 
Tammany brund, even though he should 
happen to be acceptable to them. With 
Mr, Sheehan, whose election is regarded 
as impossible, on his hands, Mr. Murphy 
finds himself in a most embarrassing po- 
sition. Mr. Sheehan is the caucus candi- 
date and’ Mr. Murphy has been loud in 
proclaiming the binding solemnity of the 
caucus pledge. But it may be stated with- 
out fear of contradiction that:if Mr. Shee- 
han should take a long walk and get lost 
in the woods Mr. Murphy woula not offer 
a reward for his return. 

Gov. Dix professed great surprise to-day 
when told that Mayor Gaynor had said in 
New York that he had discussed the Sen- 
atorship with the Governor at their meet- 
ing in the Waldorf-Astoria last night. 

“We did not discuss the Senatorial 
question, but confined our talk to city and 
personal matters,’’ the Governor said. 

‘Was the Senatorship discussed when 
Mr. Sheehan called on you?’ the Gover- 
nor was asked. 

“It was not mentioned. Mr. Sheehan 
called to say he was going out 6f town to 
deliver » speech.”’ 

‘* Has there been any change in the Sen- 
atorship situation?’ 

*[ don't know. I did not even know 
the result of the vote yesterday until 1 
read of it on tly way to New York. Since 
then I have not discussed the matter with 
any one." 

Mr. Murphy was asked to-night about 
a report that he had had a stormy inter- 
view with Mayor Gaynor, who had ask» 
him in vain to drop Mr. Sheehan, last Sun- 
day in New York. 

“I spent an hour with the Mayor, and 
we had a very pleasant time,” said Mr. 
Murphy. 

“Did the Mayor ask you to drop Mr. 
Sheehan as a candidate for the Senate? ’’ 
he was asked. 

‘He did not,” was the reply. 

There was no significant change in the 
vote for Senator to-day. Twenty-four 
members of the Legislature were ahsent 
and nearly all were paired.

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SHERIFF'S JURY DINNER. 
Second Panel, with 484 at Table, Has 


a Feast at the Astor at $34 a Pilate. 


The dinnet of thé Sheriff’s Jury, second 
panel, which was held in the Grand Ball- 
room at the Hotel Astor last night, was 
One of the most expensive and luxurious 
affairs of the kind ever given in New 
York. The floral decorations alone cost 
$4,000. Fifteen men were at work from 
the time the bankers’ dinner was Over the 


night before until five minutes before the 
room was thrown open last night in put- 
ting them in place. 

Sheriff Shea arid the toastmaster, John 
Bb. Stanchfield, sat under a tree whose 
branches reached to the second balcony, 
and on this tree were hundreds of little 
red and white apples, which made a brave 
show against the greenery. They were 
real apples, although they didn’t , ohne on 
that particular tree. Box trees inclosed 
the room, and masses of ferns, roses, and 
other flowers covered its sides from floor 
to ceiling and decorated the tables. 

Tickets for the dinner cost $34 each. 
Among the souvenirs were a cream jug 
of dainty pottery, watered silk cigarette 
boxes, silk and It ice. cream boxes, 
stamped leather cigar cases, and silver 
picture frames. The menu cards and 
table diagrams were most. elaborate. 
There were 484 at the dinner, and the ex- 
pense was said to be more than $20,000. 

The Sheriff's Jury is an ancient institu- 
tion, aluhough the class of cases in which 
it serves nowadays is not large. There 
are three panels of 150 men each in this 
county. Each panel is on duty one month 
in three, and the juries are made up from 
the panels. or rather from those members 
who answer the cali of the foreman. 
Places on the panels are greatly sought 
by men of wealth in this community be- 
cause they are rélieved of other jury duty, 
and only a small number of them actual- 
ly serve on Sheriff's juries. 

Those who do not attend meetings of 
the panels are fined by those who do, and 
the fund thus accumulated is expended 
on an annual dinner to the Sheriff.

LIGHTING IN ARCHITECTURE. 


liuminating Engineers Tell of Won- 
derful Effects of Modern Inventions. 


The architectural possibilities that lie 
in illumination, if once architects and 
engineers will get away from the notion 
that not a cent more must be spent_in 
light than is absolutely necessary, were 
discussed last night by the New York 
Section of the Illuminating Engineering 
Society after a beefsteak dinner in the 
Dungeon of the Castle Cave, 271 Seventh 
Avenue. 

Decorative effects of the most wonder- 
ful description, it was declared. may now 
be produced by means of such illuminat- 
ing inventions as the tungstein light, the 
Moore tube, the flaming arc, and the 
Peter Cooper Hewitt light, and before 
long the chandelier and the bracket may 
give place to fixtures which are luminous 
in themselves. 

Dr. A. H. Elliott, the Chairman, spoke 
of the possibilities of making art express 
ideas, even aS music now speaks to us, 
and Henry Hornbostel of the architectural 
firm of Palmer & Hornbostel described 
the effect he had already achieved by 
lighting up a celling in Pittsburg till it 
might be described as a rug of light. 

The first persons to realize what might 
be done with electric light, he said, were 
the inventors of advertising motion signs. 
He mentioned the Roman chariot race 
shown in Broadway as an example of 
what could be achieved by combining the 
cinematograph with electric illumination, 
but pointed out that the advertising engi- 
neers were unhampered by thought of 
economy as long as they could produce 
something striking. Incidentally they had 
become pioneers in a new field of lighting. 

“We pad a chance to experiment in 
Pittsburg,’’ he went on, ‘“*‘ where the peo- 
ple are unsophisticated and we could push 
our ideas to the limit. We feared our re- 
sults might be only fit for a circus to at- 
tract the vulgar, but when our ceiling 
was first flashed on a concert crowd the 
effect surpassed our expectations. There 
were wonder and admiration but no senti- 
ment of ridicule. 

‘“‘From the point of efficiency, of 
course, the ceiling was a failure. Of our 
100-horsepower perhaps 80 per cent. was 
wasted. We used the flaming arc, the 
tungsten lamp, the Moore tube, the Peter 
Cooper Hewitt light behind the screens 
and produced a huge luminous rug, gor- 
geous in color and perfectly restful In 
effect. It was carrying to {ts nignest 
point the effect produced when a candle 
is placed in a toy church and shines 
through its colored windows. But It was 
amass of varied light, 125 feet square, 60 
feet above the heads of the spectators.” 

Mr. Hornbostel went on to say that 
there was no reason why money should 
not be spent in building on the actual 
lights as it is now on mural decorations or 
bronzes. He believed the chandelier 
would be displayed by twisting tubes, all 
lumincus themselves, Lights would 
stream from the cornices, and the at- 
mosphere itself would be luminous with- 
out visible means of illumination. 

Don Barber agreed with Mr. Hornbostel 
that there was need of approaching the 
new lighting appliances and new applica- 
tions of them with an open mind, and 
then Basett Jones spoke on what the il- 
luminating engineer, who paid attention 
to the aesthetic side of his calling, could 
accomplish in such buildings as churches, 
theatres, and auditoriums. 

“We, who light buildings,’ he said, 
‘““must learn to realize what character- 
istics we wish to bring out. There is a 
great field for this. The shadows must 
not be made too deep, the colors must 
not be mixed up. We must bring out 
the ideas of the architect by night as 
clearly as they are seen by day. It 
takes a great architect to design a struc- 
ture that can be constructed and lighted 
properly, and there is need for specialism 
in this kind of illumination so that the 
building shall be lit up in accordance 
with what its architect had in mind.” 

Macfarlane Moore closed the discussion 
by pointing out that an illuminating en- 
gineer could treat a cathedral just as a 
painter does by emphasizing the high 
lights and shadows, and said that much 
may yet be done by the solution of the 
problem of luminous paint. The produce 
light appropriate to the color of a build- 
ing the essentials are, he said, low brill- 
iancy, radiation of large area, and color 
which may be changed at will

LIKE WISE OLD OWLS, TOO 





Blink When Light Comes, He Jokingly 
Tells Beta Theta Pl Men—Lurton 
and Van Devanter There. 





Judge Peter S, Grosscup of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals of Chi- 
cago talked last night at a dinner of 
the Beta Theta Pi Club at the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria about the United States Su- 
preme Court. After jocularly likening the 
Justices to a flock of wise old owls, who 
blinked whenever a ray of light came 
their way, the Judge passed on to speak 
more seriously. The court, he said, was 
“the switchman of the Nation,”’ the Jus- 
tices fearing not to speak, though their 
political lives were at stake. Because of 
this, he said, the mob can never get at 
the *‘ Nation’s switch ’’ to operate it. 

Judge Grosscup also came to the defense 
of his native State of Illinois. There were 
many former residents of Illinois among 
the 350 college fratrnity men present, and 
they applauded Judge Grosscup to the 
echo. Although the Judge did not refer 
to the Lorimer scandal by name, there 
was' no mistaking his meaning when he 
said: 


State of Illinois, And I want to refer 
in passing to the accident there which 
you call the disgrace of Illinois. It is 
true that it is a bruise. But it does net 
come out of the past of Illinois, nor 
really of her noble present. It its an 
accident. This bruise will disappear. It 
is already disappearing. The people of 
that State are already separating the 
guilty from the innocent. And what is 
even more important they are separating 
the innocent from the guilty. The scar 
will disappear soon from the ‘forehead 
of a State that holds her head as high 
as any of her sisters.” 

It was shortly before this defense of 
Illinois that Judge Grosscup told about 


the wise old owls who wear long black 
black robes. In this connection, too, he 
refrained from mentioning names. But 
were one in the room knew quite well 
what his meaning was, It was all so good 
natural that the Justices themselves could 
not take offense. And there was prob- 
ably no one there who imagined for an 
instant that any offense was meant. 

Two Supreme Court Justices were guests 
of honor. They were Justice Willis Van 
Devanter and Justice Horace H. lLur- 
ten, and both speke befcre it came Judge 
Grvugscup’s time to tell about the owls. 
United States Supreme Court Justices John 
M. Harlan and Joseph R. Lamar were also 
expected to have been present, but were 
unable to come on from Washington. But 
other branches of the Judiciary were well 
represented at the guests’ table, one jurist 
coming from Ontaria. 


What Justice Grossecup Said. 


Judge Grosscup introduced his remarks 
about the owls by telling of a recent 
visit to the Chicago Zoo. 

‘There I came across a cage in which 


sat three owls,’ he said, glancing quiz- 
zically at the two Supreme Court Justices. 
** They were all young owls, and all wore 
black robes. They had rather solemn 
faces and eyes that did not care much 
to see the light. In another cage near by, 
by a strange coincidence, there were nine 
owls, all with shoulders humped up and 
with gowns as black as the silk of—our 
mothers’ dresses. And every time a ray 
of light shot through the bars those 
nine owls blinked. 

Here Judge Grosscup glanced again at 
Justices Lurton and Van Devanter. Every 
one was laughing by this time and won- 
dering what was going to come next. 

‘Those nine black-gowned owls did not 
want the light,’’ he continued, and every 
one roared. ‘I turned to other cages in 
the zoo, to the magpies and to the mon- 
keys and bears, and I wondered after all 
if it was really the supremest thing in the 
world to belong to the owl family.” And 
the laughter broke into guffaws. 

‘*But I am going to say a good word 
for the Supreme Court,’’ went on Judge 
Grosscup, ‘‘ The Supreme Court of the 
United States is the switchman of the 
Nation. It holds the switch in the great 
railroad yard which we call a Nation. 
And the Justices who sit upon that bench, 
they are switchmen of the Nation because 
they fear not what they speak even 
though their political life may be at 
stake. Thus never can the mob get at the 
Nation’s switch to operate it as they 
would. 

“The Justices of the Supreme Court 
help to make history, to create healthful 
public opinion, not the public opinion that 
is printed one day on the front page of a 
newspaper and the next day on the back 
page, and the next day perhaps not at all, 
but the public opinion that goes into his- 
tories, to be read centuries hence.’’ 


Regrets from President Taft. 


The toastmaster, Dwight W. Morrow, 
read a letter from President Taft regret- 
ting that he could not attend the dinner 
and advising the club to send on the 
names of two more Beta Theta Pi men 
to fill vacancies on the United States Su- 
preme Court bench. Already there are 
four members of the fraternity there, ex- 
plained Mr. Morrow. 

Justice Lurton said that while the Pres. 
ident is not a Beta man that seemed to be 
about the only good thing he had missed. 
And then the Justice told some things 
about the fraternity. He said that its 
influence, had been keenly felt in the af- 
fairs of the country, and are still being 
felt, that it has exerted a moral uplift 
which is important to the life of any na- 
tion, He told also of the old days when 
he was a college boy in Tennessee. And 
he added that when the fraternity boys 
of his college wished to celebrate they 
had a bottle of beer and some cheese and 
crackers. But even these celebrations 
came only once a month, he said. 

‘What's the matter with Justice Lur- 
ton?’’ shouted some one as the speaker 
sat down. And the answer came with a 
shout: ‘‘ He's all right!’’ 

Justice Van Devanter told a story of 
meeting a Beta man in the wilds of Wyo- 
ming several years ago, a man whom he 
referred to as one of the finest types of 
fraternity man he had ever come across. 
This man is now a close friend of the 
Justice, he said. His name is Boston 
Billy, and he had a big ranch in Wyo- 
ming. 

‘*‘I was out there hunting at the time.”’ 
said the Justice. ‘‘I was in the cabin of 
a settler and his wife one wild Winter’s

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—If President 
Taft yesterday empowered Senators Car- 
ter and Crane to threaten the Senate with 
an extra session of Congress in case a 
vote was not reached in the Senate on 
the Canadian reciprocity agreement, he 
failed in his purpose to have his message 
delivered. Friends of the President's sup- 
posed emissaries quote them to-day as 
denying vigorously reports -which were 
printed in the papers yesterday afternoon 
and ‘this morning. 

Published reports of the President’s 
“ultimatum” caused great excitement 
this morning, and Senators Carter and 
Crane were besieged with questions by 
their colleagues. These colleagues later 
told flat denials. The supposed emis- 
saries said the President had told them 
forcefully that he wanted a vote on the 
Tariff Board bill and the Canadian meas- 
ure, and that he thought he deserved a 
vote, but made no threat. 

Mr. Carter and Mr. Crane were not 
pleased at the sort of publicity their visit 
to the President has received. They were 
the more displeased because the reports 
of it which came from the White House 
were by request so written as to appear 
to have leaked aut from the Senators 
themselves. Among Senators to-day there 
was sharp comment to the effect that

Since the passage of the 
Payne-Aldrich law, though fhe duty on 
print paper had been reduced $2.25 per 
ton—that is, from $6 to $3.75 per ton—the 
paper combination has advanced prices 
$2.50 per ton, and threatens further ad- 
vances. Publishers whose contracts are 
expiring find that they cannot get any 
terms except from the mill which had 
supplied them.

The price of print 
paper has been advanced nearly 50 per 
cent.—that is, from $31 to $45 per ton— 
since the combination of thirty-two mills 
into the International Paper Company oc- 
curred, in January, 1898. 

‘The increase of $2 per ton fn price of 
paper made by the papermakers since the 
reduction in duty under the Payne law 
has been maintained in face of a tempora- 
ry glut in the pulp wood market, with a 


|recent drop in the price of pulp wood of

e declared that paper was sold abroad 
at less than the domestic price. 

‘Foreign pulp,”’ he went on, ‘“‘ has dis- 
placed American pulps in the American 
paper mills because of the primitive con- 
ditions which prevail in American mills. 
The waste of wood and of material and 
the bad workmanship due to lack of tech- 
nical equipment adds over § ,000 per 
annum to the cost of print paper which 
publishers must pay. This waste is at- 
tributable to the fact that the paper com- 
binations and the paper tariff have ener- 
vated the American papermaker. Never- 
theless, the up-to-date paper mills in the 
United States make print paper cheaper 
than the Canadian mills.”

Feathers constituted exhibits A, B. C, 
and D in the case of Belzar vs. the 
Daub Van and Storage Company, in the 
Madison Street Municipal Court yester- 
day aiternoon, and both sides brought 
along experts to explain the exhibits, 
the experts coming from Brooklyn. 

Robert Belzer of 145 Second Avenue, 
taking the stand, said that his marriage 
brought into the family one feather bed 
and four feather pillows filled with the 
finest down that ever came out of 
Odessa, Russia, the same having been 
collected for ten years by Mrs, Belzer’s 
mother.

At the Union League Club will be ex- 
hibited to-day and to-morrow, from 10 
until 5, a group of American paintings 
most of which have not. been seen before.

- The Crumpacker bill had been reported 
from the Committee on Census, which 
has jurisdiction of the apportionment, but 
the Republican caucus voted to support 
the bill introduced by~Mr. Campbell of 
Kansas, which was designed to keep the 


membership of the House at its present, 


humber cf 391. Therefore this afternoon 
Mr. Stafford of Wisconsin proposed the 
Campbell ‘bill as a substitute for the 
Crumpacker measure. This was lost by 
168 to 125. An amendment providing that 
the members from Arizona and New Mex- 
ico, when those Territories should be ad- 
mitted, should be additional, making the 
total membership of the House 455, was 
adopted. 

Mr. Bartholdt, a Missouri Republican, 
conducted a fight to defeat a committee 
amendment requiring the redistricting of 
the States to be made by the “ Legis- 
latures thereof.’’

Another steering committee, consisting of 
Republican. members in Southern States 
likely to lose one or two seats each if 
the Campbell bill should pass, had been 
at work @monge the few majority mem- 
bers, mainly from States that would lose 
representation in the North and West. 

Mr. Langley of K@ntucky, Mr. Siemp 
of Virginia, and Mr. Austin of Tennessee.

committee, knew before the House met 
to-day that they had won their victory. 
Twenty-five. Republican members had 
been pledged to be absent without pairs, 
im order to defeat the Campbell bill, if 
necessary.

FIGHT TARIFF BOARD BILL. 


Senate Democrats Oppose Power of 
Executive.

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WASHINGTON, Feb. $.—By a strictly | 


party vote, all of the Democrats in oppo- 


sition, the Senate Committee on Finance 
to-day voted to report favorably the bill 
passed by the House to create a perma- 
nent tariff board. 

Several important amendments were 
adopted. One requires that the five mem- 
bers of the board shall be confirmed by 
the Senate. Another amendment would re- 
quire that in estimating the cost of pro- 
duction of articles subject to tariff legis- 
lation there shall be include@ the “ cost 
of transportation from the place of pro- 
duction to the principal areas of con- 
ysurmption.” A third provides that the 
board will not be required to divulge the 
names of informants, but the provision 
that information gathered must be for con- 
fidential use was eliminfated. 

The report to the Senate was made by 
Senator Lodge, who presented it without 
comment. Senator Bailey remarked on be- 
half of the Democratic%’members of the 
committee that they did not agree to the 
report and “reserved the right to offer 
amendments and to resist the bill-in all 
proper ways.’ The opposition of the Dem- 
ocrats was based on the plea that the 
Kixecutive should not be empowered to 
gather tariff information; that this func- 
tion belonged to Congress, and that if a 
commission is desired it should be a Con- 
gressional body similar to the National 
Monetary Commission.

MAKES A PLEA AGAINST WAR 





| British/and Austro-Hungarian Am- 
bassadors Entertain Noted Visitor. 





“WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The unusual 
spectacie. of a former Speaker of the 
Hungarian House of 
standing on the Speaker’s rostrum and 
addressing the i@ver branch of the 
American Congress was witnessed in the 
House to-day, when Count Albert Ap- 
ponyl was ‘formally presented and 
brought a message of greeting to “the 
representatives of the New World from 
& representative of the Old World.” 

The House took a recess of fifteen 
minutes to permit of the exercises, Count 
Appony! was warmly greeted when he 
/ appeared in the chamber, and frequently 
was interrupted with applause duririg¢g 
his brief address.* When he had finished 
speaking the Count held an informal re- 
ception, all the members of the Houses 
filing by and shaking hands. 

Speaker Cannon, in presenting the visi- 
tor, said: . 

“It affords me to-day great pleasure 
to introduce one with whose reputation 
we are acquainted. not only through 
nmiultiplied thousands of his own country- 
men wno have made their homes, and 
are making their homes here, and have 


become our. countrymen, but as & man 
who has had forty years’ service In the 
House of epresentatives of Hungary, 
who for many years was leader of that 
pody, and now is not only a member of 
that body but a member of the Cabi- 
net, Minister of Education.”’ 

“Mr. Speaker and gentlemen of the 
House of Representatives,’’ said Count 
Apponyl, in reply, “ highly as I feel the 
honor of being introduced to you and of 
being allowed to address American legis- 
lators in their own house, shall not 
devute many of the few minutes that I 
shall enjoy the high privilege to mere 
effusion of thanks. 

‘“‘T am almost overawed by the respon- 
sibilities that rest upon me for every 
word said and for every word unsaid 
during these few minutes. I stand be- 
fore you, gentlemen, not as a single in- 
dividual, but as a representative man 
as a representative man of the Old World 
before you, representatives of the New 
World. When, apparently, xe are only 
kind enough to listen to a foreigner who 
chances to be among you and to whom 
you do high honor, I know you inwardly 
ask yourselves, ‘What has the Old 
World got to say to the New World?’ 
Well, gentlemen, I think it is about this: 
‘You come from, the Old World, too; 
you were born under a happy star.’ That 
Old World has legacies of 
which are its pride and its burden. When 
your ancestors left the Old World they 
were privileged to take away with them 
the very best of these traditions, and to 
leave behind what is the burden of

The 
mutual animosities and distrusts, the 
call for blood, again you were enabled

‘You feel it more keenly than I can 
express that this fortunate situation lays 
a great responsibility upon you, and 
I am to speak here before you on behalf 
of the Old World, I say this: We of the 
Old World, desiring to come out of the 
devouring waste of the ancient spirit of 
animosity and distrust, appeal to you for 
assistance to do away with the hateful 
legacy of hatred and war and antagonism 
between men who ought to be brethren. 

“This is the object of my mission to 
America. This is what I think the spirit 
of the Old World has to say to the spirit 
of the New World, and after having de- 
livered you this message, let me again 
thank you for the high honor which you 
have done to me. It appeals strongly to 
me personally, and to my country in al- 
lowing me to address you here and to 
enjoy the echo which these sentiments 
to which give expression have found 
in this house, because it has found them 
in your hearts and in your minds.” 

The Hungarian statesman also occupied 
a seat beside Vice President Sherman in 
the Senate for a time. He was accom- 
panied by Baron Hengelmuller and was 
escorted to the Chamber by Senator Cul- 
lom of Illinois, Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations.

While this scouring process—by means 
of old-fashioned hose—was going on Street 
Cleaning Commissioner Edwards, in his 
office in the Park Row Building, was 
describing a method by which he says 
the scouring of the city’s streets will be 
much more efficiently done. Plans to 
clean the streets with scouring machines 
have been made by every Street Corm- 
missioner since Waring’s time, but Com- 
missioner Edwards yesterday got further 
toward putting the plan into practical 
execution than any of his predecessors 
ever did. He persuaded Mayor Gaynor 
to appoint Borough President Mc- 
Aneny, President Mitchel] of the Alder- 
men, Commissioner Thompson of the 
Department of Water, Gas, and Elec- 
tricity, and Commissioner Edwards him- 
self es a committee to find out whether 
ithe plan is practical or not. 

The plan for scouring the streets which 
the committee will consider has been 
studied ovt by Commissioner Edwards 
in a two-year investigation of tue 
street-scouring methods in use in St. 
Louis, Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Detxgit and 
other cities.

GERMANS LACK SCHOOLSPIRIT 





Prof. Tombo Says Their System of 
Education is at Fault. 


Prof. Rudolph Tombo, Jr., of Columbla 
University, who has just returned from 
Germany, where he delivered many lect- 
ures on American university life, said 
yesterday that the Germans were greatly 
interested in America. The students, he 
declared, have changed considerably, 50 
that “there is not nearly so much drink- 
ing or smoking, and they. are much more 
aggressive and energetic than they used 
to be.’’ 

‘But the German student isn’t as 
healthy looking as the American college 
man,’ said Prof, Tombo. ‘*He hasn't 
the same opportunities for sport. At 
Greifewald I told the students they ought 
to have a good gymnasium. They became 
so enthusiastic that TI went back and 
i for the benefit of the building 
und. 

‘*Tn the matter of college spirit they are 
far behind the men in American universi- 
ties. Partly, the fault lies with the Ger- 
man system of education. From his ninth 
to his eighteenth year the boy attends a 
gymnasium. The miscellaneous ages here 
and the later habit of spending a semes- 
ter or two at different universities spoils 
the chances of getting any real couuege 
spirit. , 

“They have absolutely no use for ‘ co- 
eds,’ and whenever I referred to the 
higher education of women they ex- 
pressed disapproval by shuffling their 
feet. When I mentioned that no women 
could study law at Columbia they stamped 
with enthusiasm. 

‘German students are much interested 
in everything American. In one place 
only a third of the students could get 
into the hall, and I had to repeat my 
lecture. In Saarbriicken 1,500 tarned out. 

“Many of the professors had studied 
in America, and more would come if it 
were not for the expense. Our tultion 
fees frighten them away.”’

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BY REPUBLICANS NOW, OR BY 
DEMOCRATS LATER? 

Will the present Republican Congress 
have the hardihood, by rejecting the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement, to 
make a second record of perfidy for 
the party? The Republicans did not 
keep their campaign pledge to revise 
the tariff downward. They broke faith 
with the people, they have felt the peo- 
ple’s resentment. President Tarr now 
offers to his party an opportunity to 
make a large measure of atonement for 
that transgression. Will the “Repub- 
hicans really be so blind as to proclaim 
to the country that they are wholly im- 
penitent in respect to their breach cf 
faith, that they are still defiant of the 
people’s will? 

The reciprocity agreement will be rati- 
fied. If it is not accepted by this HRe- 
publican Congress it will be made ef- 
fective by a Democratic House in spe- 
cial session, and by a Senate in which 
the Republican preponderance will be 
reduced. Do the Republicans want to 
make the Presidential campaign of 1912 
upon such a record? 
upon giving such a decisive advantage 
to their political opponents? 

But the question is not a narrow one 
of party tactics and advantage. It is 
broader and higher. President Tart 
in his message transmitting the agree- 
ment to Congress said, and no one not 





utterly blind and selfish would question | 


the wisdom of his words, that “a far- 
sighted policy requires that if we can 
enlarge our supply of natural resources, 
and, especially, of food products and 
necessities of life, without substantial 
injury to any of our producing and 
manufacturing classes, we should rake 
steps to do so now.” He declared that 
his purpose had been to make a trade 
agreement mutually advantageous to 
both countries, and one “which also) 


would be broadly National in its bial 


as applied to our own country, and that 
would be of benefit to all sections.” 
The benefits he foreshadows cannot 
come too soon. By ratifying the agrese- 
ment at this session Congress can spare 
the country the expense and possible 
business disturbance of a special res- 
sion. In a Democratic House the dis- 
cussion would not be confined merely 
to the agreement negotiated by Mr. 
Tarr. The whole subject of the tariff 
would be opened up. Republicans uave 
never failed to employ the stock argu- 
ment of disturbance to business against 
any proposal that the tariff be revised. 
That argument applies with great “*orce 
‘to this Congress. Immediate ratifica- 
tion will in nowise disturb bnsiness, 
The proposal of a general revision 
might create some uneasiness. The 
Republicans ought to know, and the 
Democrats certainly do know, that the 
“country demands relief from the bur- 
dens and the atrocities of the present 
tariff. A Democratic House would not 
be slow to move in the direction of the 
popular wish. It might be premature 
to undertake revision at a special ses- 
sion before the Tariff Board has nad 
an opportunity to prepare the way. 
But that consideration might not re- 
strain a Democratic Ways and Means 
Committee. The Democrats might ac- 
complish a revision that would be ap- 
proved and welcomed by the country, 
thus giving a further advantage in the 
struggle of 1912. 

But with the question of rate in- 
- ereases so soon to be disposed of, with 
the uncertainty as to the final con- 
struction of the anti-trust law about 
to be removed, the country would pre- 
fer, we imagine, that the next revision 
of the tariff should be undertaken de- 
Ifberately after due preparation, and 
not at a special session prolonged 
through the Summer months. Possibly 
the Republicans count upon the proba- 
bility of Democratic blundering In re- 
vision.

THE CLEARING HOUSE CASE. 

The eminently. respectable Clearing 
House has been reduced to the sad 
necessity of filing with the Department 
of Justice a plea in abatement of an 
unauthorized prosecution based on the 
plea that ite members are a combina- 
tion in restraint of trade. And, of 
course, if one clearing house is a con- 
spiracy, so are all clearing houses. It 
is not the present purpose to plead from 
their brief, but to speak a few plain 
words to them, meaning the clearing 
houses of the Nation. It is time that 
they should know just what is being 
said about them. 

It ts said, and they admit the facts 
which they extenuate, that they levy 
charges for their services in check col- 
lections by agreement, and that if it 
were not for their agreement the same 
services might be obtained for less than 
the schedule ranging from 10 cents up- 
ward. The smaller charges are the 
more extortionate relatively to the serv- 
ice performed, and the more difficult to 
evade. The defendants seem to think 
that the fact that a large and expensive 
machinery is set in motion for a small 
operation justifies a charge dispropor- 
tionate to the result of the working of 
the machinerg in such cases, and any- 
way the little people cannot escape, 
and therefore are fair game, The men 
of large: means know how to evade the 
charges, or to make them moderate in 
relation to the service paid for, there- 
fore the charges are moderated in their 
case, and the rich are not complaining. 
It is the exercise of a business discre« 
tion in this manner that causes the en- 
actment of statutes such es the clear- 
ing houses have broken, it is charged. 
It is the restraint of commerce which 
is the grievance, and this sets the peo- 
ple against the capitalists, and justifies 
those who complain for others who 
might not complain for themselves if 
the matter were not disturbed. 

It is not every man who holds the 
' keys, and looses and unlooses trade at 
will. For example, it was most inju- 
| dicious of the Federal District Attorney 
at New Orleans to start proceedings 
before the Grand Jury without oon- 
sulting his chief at Washington. No 
up-to-date District Attorney consults 
Grand Juries regarding offenses against 
the law until he has learned by in- 
quiry whether “ Washington” wishes 
the offenses to be prosecuted. Where 
there are thousands of trusts it is 
plain that not all can be prosecuted 
at once, and that some judicious per- 
son should decide which ones should 
be put out of business and which left 
in, according to the license system 
| proposed for a statute which is in prac- 

tical effect, although not enacted. If 
the clearing houses are wise they will 
| bow to public opinion, and not invite 
the enactment of laws with more and 
sharper teeth.

A STANDARD OF CREDIT. 

How much trouble is it worth while 
to take to set up the banking machin- 
ery proposed by Senator AtpricH? The 
answer must depend upon the benefits 
which it is hoped to realize. It is not 
worth while to bother with the ma- 
chinery unless the end sought is suffi- 
ciently approved to justify trouble pro- 
portioned to the proposal’s merits. 
That this is the Senator’s own idea is 
apparent from the form of the proposal. 
It is definite enough to give an idea of 
how he hopes to attain the ends which 
he proposes, but not definite enough to 
invite wreck upon details which should 
be’ most carefully considered at the 
proper time. The thing to be consid- 
ered now is whether the game is worth 
the candle. How much do we want) 
these reforms? Wpon the answer must 
depend the determination of how much 
trouble we are willing to take to get 
them, and that in turn depends upon 
the benefits hoped from the reforms. 

One of the benefits is the establish- 
ment of a standard of credit. As every 
borrower knows, there is now no such 
thing anywhere in the United States, 
and the result is some such confusion 
as followed from the lack of a standard 
of value. Dollars used to dance about 
in value from day to day, and also 
were quoted at varying worths in vari- 
ous places. There was no certitude that 
to-morrow’s dollar would be as good as 
to-day’a, and all estimates of cost in- 
cluded an allowance—necessarily more 
than was adequate—to cover profit and 
loss on this risk. On this item the 
average man was at the mercy of the 
man who did not need to borrow, or 
who had exceptionally good informa- 
tion or judgment. The restoration of 
the stability of che dollar was for the 
advantage of the ordinary man of busi- 
ness. All his calculations at once be- 
came closer and more certain, and he 
was much strengthened as a competi- 
tor, to the advantage of all his cus- 
tomers. This advantage thus epread 
through all the community. 

A like advantage would result from 
establishing a standard of credit. Un- 
der present conditions accommodation 
is merely a question of profit or loss to 
the lender, but it may be a question of 
life and death to the borrower. There 
is no standard to which both can refer 
their bargain to know whether or not 
it is just. Each community now has 
its own standard for the day’s accom- 
modation, and no lender’s practice Is a 
guide for any others. The result is 
such an erratic market for credit that 
there can be no olose calculations in 
cases where there is no question of the 
responsibility of the borrower, and in 
@ll cases there is the chance that per- 
haps the lender may not be able to 
grant needed assistance at any price to 
a borrower of unquestioned credit. 
There are many good borrowers who 
remember times when they would have 
paid any price for accommodation 
which lenders would have liked to ex- 
tend, but were unable under our system 
of banking without reserve power for 
emergencies. And there are countless 
“jambs” who can recall their suffer- 
ings when credit necessary for trade 
was obtained by shaking the funds out 
of the call money market. This is the 
customary manner in which we regu- 
late our money market. 

There are those who think this is the 
necessary way. Senator ALDRICH has 
come to perceive that there is a better 
way. One of his proposals {ts to estab- 
lish a standard by which the worth of 
accommodation can be declared au- 
thoritatively, and to provide methods 
by which solvent borrowers can always 
be accommodated at the going rate. 
Foreigners know how credit can be 
stabilized so that it need not vary ex- 
cept by fractions of a point, and some- 
times does not vary at all for months 
or even years consecutively. Where is 
the borrower who would grudge what- 
ever trouble it might cost to confer 
such a boon as this upon him? It is 
from the standpoint of the borrower, 
that is of business, that the Senator’s 
proposal is best worth consideration. 
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JUDGES OUT OF POLITICS. 

It is a good sign that a practical 
measure has been introduced in the 
State Senate to promote the election of 
Judges free from political influences. 
It was brought in by Senator Loomis 
of Erie, and a hearing was held on it 
on Wednesday. The plan, in substance, 
is very simple. It is to place the names 
of candidates for each judicial office in 
a column by themselves, in alphabetical 
order, with no emblem or sign to indi- 
cate by what party they have been 
nominated. Provision is then made, 
first, that a cross in the circle under a 
party emblem shall not be a vote for 
judicial officers .nominated by the 
party, and, second, that a vote for a 
judicial- office can be cast only by a 
mark opposite the name of a candidate, 
or by writing the name of a candidate 
in a space designated on the ballot, 

Our readers are aware that Ta 
Times has not approved; for use in this 
State, of the general form of the Mas- 
sachusetts ballot, with all candidates 
for each office arranged alphabetically 
and with no indication of party. We 
are convinced that for all political of- 
fices it is expedient and just that the

erence for his party, and that prefer- 
ence may be unwise and narrow, or 
even stupid, as often it is, But, espe- 
clally with our crowded, overloaded 
ballot, the voter is entitled to such 
guidance if he wishes it, and a certain 
party responsibility, inadequate as it 
may be, is secured. — 

With judicial offices the case is 
wholly different. They are not pollt- 
ical. The essential qualifications would 
be the same whether Judges belonged 
to one party or to another. Not only 
do the duties of a Judge not vary with 
his party predilections, but, essentially 
and necessarily, they shut out all 
thought of such motives. To yield to 
them, to consider them, is wrong in 
law, wrong in ethics, and utterly evil 
in its effect upon the public weal. It 
follows, therefore, that no candidate 
for the bench should be voted for be- 
cause he is a Democrat, or a Republic- 
an, or an Independence Leaguer, or a 
Prohibitionist, but that every voter 
should make his choice according to his 
knowledge or opinion of the fitness of 
the candidate for the bench. . 

We are quite aware that it will be a 
long time before this way of voting 
can be made general. But there is a 
strong tendency in that direction. The 
belief that it is the only right way, and 
that partisan voting for Judges is a 
mischief and a nuisance, has steadily 
grown. Party leaders see it more and 
more plainly. The custom of joint re- 
nomination of good Judges is extend- 
ing, and where it is rejected and parti- 
san nominations are made, the inde- 
pendent voters often right the wrong 
and elect the better man without re- 
gard to party. The Loomis bill makes 
partisan voting for Judges harder, and 
independent, sensible, honest voting 
easier. It would not do away with 
partisan voting. That cannot be. Par- 
tles can go on nominating and voters 
ean go on voting solely for partisan 
candidates. But they must take the 
trouble to find out who the candidates 
of their party are, to remember their 
names in the voting booth, and to put 
a cross opposite each name. 

Those who declined to take so much 
trouble would, in most cases, be those 
whose actual votes would naturally be 
east with the least sense and judg- 
ment. Probably the effect of the law, 
should it be enacted, would be to cut 
down somewhat the number of votes 
for Judges, and those still cast, in the 
way provided by the Dill, would be 
likely to be fairly carefully and intelli- 
gently distributed. If the voters aid 
not themselves know which were the 
best men for the bench, they would be 
apt to be guided by the opinion of the 
legal profession. This, of course, is 
not always wholly to be trusted. There 
have been cases in which it has gone 
very wrong. But on the whole it is 4 
good guide, and it has been becoming 
better and better of late years. . 

It is stronsty supporting the Loomis 
pill, which was approved by the State 
Bar Association two years in succes- 
sion, and is now urged in the Legisiat- 
ure by a special committee, of which 
Senator Roor, President of the ass0o- 
ciation, is a member, and Anstey Wn- 
cox of Buffalo is Chairman. It is 
needless to say that there is not a bit 
of partisan advantage to be got from 
the bill and that among its able and 
eminent advocates there are lawyers of 
every party.

As a matter of fact, the aimless, hopeless- 
ly superficial, misinformed brand of muck- 
raking which has been popular has per 
verted public thirst for real, accurate ine 
formation and treatment. Magazine editors 
have diligently played up whet they term 
(in shop talk) “* interesting and dramatic 
incidents,”’ thus subordinating and obscur- 
ing the salient facts, points; and interpreta- 
tion. If MORGAN succeeds in equeiching 
this hybrid sort of distortion he will not 
have done a bad service. 

“For,” . the correspondent proceeds,

Ceinadais provincial ahblatetures, the in- 
tention of an American company with 
large lumber limita in New Brunswick 
and Southern Quebec to embark on a 
policy of extensive replanting of trees 
is welcome news. It should, if carried 
out, go far to remove the apprehension 
as to the depletion of its natural re- 
sources, which has been one of the chief 
reasons why the Canadian provinces have 
placed obstacles on the export of their 
timber. They have feared that alien 
capitalists would cut down every sal- 
able tree, regardless of consequences, 
and as long as they made large profits 
quickly, would care nothing about the 
effect on the national wealth. 

Much wasteful cutting has undoubted- 
ly taken place in Many districts of Can- 
ada, but it would be unfair to blame 
American companies for most of ft. Any 
one who hag traveled through the re- 
cently settled portions of French Canada, 
say along the Quebeo Central Rallway 
branches, has painful recollections of 
bleak hillsides swept sg cléar of standing 
timber that not even a wind-break or a 
clump of trees to shelter the cattle has 
been left. The “habitant,” woodsman 
as he is by nature, seems to have a ha- 
tred for trees, and, when he settles down 
as @ farmer, rids his land of every trace 
of them. Of course there are large lim- 
its, owned by English-Canadian lumber- 
ers, On which only the natural increase 
is ever cut, but their influence has little 
effect in checking their French neigh- 
bors’ willful dissipation of the wealth 
Canada has inherited from by-gone ages. 

Reafforestation can hardly fail to be a 
success in the lumber districts of Canada, 
and as the land is thin and rock-strewn 
its value for farming purposes is too 
slight to make tt more profitable to de- 
vote the cleared sections to agriculture. 
Heonomically, the American proposal 
seems sound, but its chief value consists 
in its proof that the Dominion may open 
her doors to the investor from south of 
the line, confident that he is as fully 
alive as her own most enlightened sons 
to the wisdom and necessity of husband- 


ing her forests. a 


Not in many years 
has such widespread 
of Troubles unrest prevailed in 

to the South. Latin America. At 

our doors Mexican in- 
surrectionists are making a violent if 
unorganized attempt te overthrow the 
Government of President Drax Hon- 
duras presents two armed camps, evenly 
matched, which are trying to come to 
terms after weeks of contest. To the 
east in the Republic of Haiti President 
Simow has just gained the upper hand 
against his enemies, and, this week’s 
dispatches state, has summarily executed 
the leader of the rebellion. Colombia has 
not forgiven Panama for setting up for 
herself, as shown by the harsh treatment 
of Panama’s envoy, Dr. Mmnposza, who 
went recently to Bogota seeking, in vain, 
to establish friendly relations between 
the two States. HEouador refused last 
month to submit her boundary dispute 
with Peru to The Hague Tribunal. An 
agreement between the Foreign Ministers 
of the two countries will be difficult. 
Meanwhile troops occupy the borderlands 
of both countries. Finally, tin the centre 
of the continent, the President of Para- 
guay, MaAnvugt Gonpra, inaugurated only 
last November, has been forced to resign 
his office, and a peaceful revolution has 
placed Col. Ausrvo Jara, GonpRa’s Min- 
ister of War, in the Presidency. 

The history of Latin America for the 
past century repeats these situations in 
many variations. The independence of 
Spain’s colonies came at an unfortunate 
time. Had half a century more of Span- 
ish rule held the colonies together, the 
age of steam and steel might have linked 
the union firmly. At the opening of 
the nineteenth century physical and ge- 
ographical difficulties could not be over- 
come. An independent and often a weak 
state sprang up for every administrative 
subdivision. Isolation and the lack of 
the inspiration that unity might give 
have been the causes of Latin-American 
unrest. The problem is for Latin-Amer- 
ican statesmen, not necessarily for the 
United States under an interpretation. of 
the Monroe Doctrine It is a fair assump- 
tion that a common tongue, common tra- 
ditions, common pride in the Spanish ex- 
plorers of this hemisphere, and a common 
religion will some day bring about a 
good understanding among all the people 
from the Rio Grande del Norte to the 
Strait of Magellan.

Fifty Years Ago and Now.

Just fifty years ago the country was electri- 
fied DY a message from a prominent Goy- 
ernment officer, which strengthened the heart 
and nerved the arm of many a weak-kneed 
citizen. The message of John A. Dix, ‘‘ If any 
man attempts to haul down the American 
flag, shoot him on the spot!’ will bring honor 
to that name and lustre to the country through- 
out all history. While there were many other 
acts for which the John A. Dix of 1861 could 
be remembered, this message will be forever 
linked with his name. 

We happen to have in New York State at 
this time another John A. Dix. Of what ma- 
terlal is he composed? Has he the qualittes 
of the John A. Dix of 18617 The country Is 
looking toward him with expectation.

JEXPLAINS METHOD OF 
MEDICAL EXPERIMENT 


Prof, Murlin of Gorell Medical 
College Calls the Term Vivi- 
section Too Hareh. 





DISCUSSES THE “OPEN DOOR” 


Would Ask Prof. Sherwood Whether 
She Regards Bables More Highly 
Than Dogs or Guinea Piga. 


T'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

Will you permit a practical physiologist 
a few words on the subject of vivisection? 
As @ teacher of the normal functions of 
the animal body to medical students for 
the past elght years, the writer has di- 
rected and witnessed perhaps a thousand 
experimerts, which tn the ordinary mean- 
ing of the term would be called vivisec- 
tions, since they involved more or less 
*“ dissection of the living organism.” Let 
me say at the start, however, that vivi- 
section is too harsh a term for what 
goes on in the modern physiological labo- 
ratory. The term originated before the 
day of anaesthetics, when it was neces- 
sary, in order to observe an organ like 
the heart, to operate om conscious sub- 
jects. Harvey, who gave the first ac- 
curate account of the heart action in 
1628, was a vivisectionist in the proper 
sense of the term. The modern physiolo- 
gist never thinks of himself as such, and 
the word would long since have fallen into 
disuse but for the few favored soulg who 
imagine themselves to be the only ones 
opposed to the infliction of needless pain. 
Out of the thousand or more experiments 
which could by any stretch of the term 
be called vivisections, and for which the 
writer will be held answerable, not one 
wag performed without the use of an 
anaesthetic, Not only so. It is a rule in 
physiological laboratories that no cutting 
shall be done until complete inzensibility 
has been established. The usual test for 
complete insensibility fg a gentle touch 
on the eyeball, this beimg the most esensi- 
tive surface available. It is generally as- 
sumed that when a touch fails te elicit a 
closure of the eye the animal ts com- 
pletely anaesthetized. These principles 
are strongly emphasizeé at the very first 
demonstration in the course at the wor 
nell University Medical College, and 
would be enforced just as rigorously as 
they now are if the anti-vivisectionist 
had never been heard of. 

Does Prof. Margaret Sherweod of 
Wellesley College, or anybody else, really 
believe that the persons who are oon- 
ducting vivisections are doing this work 
for the mere pleasure of the “orgy,” to 
use the term frequently met with in the 
“anti” literature? Suppose Prof. Sher- 
wood were to become convinced, as thou- 
sands of other women have become con- 
vinced, that there is no service a person 
cam render his fellow-men greater than 
that of ministering to the sick and help- 
less—the work of the physician, in short. 
Suppose, with this conviction settled, she 
were to set about fitting herself for this 
great work.. It would be absolutely nec- 
essary that she learn, first of all, the 
structure and the functions of the human 
body. Can she think of any more rational 
and, withal, any more humane method of 
acquiring this knowledge than that now 
in use in the medical colleges? 

A dog’s heart works just like a man’s 
heart. The physician must know how 
the heart works, must apply to it differ- 
ent drugs, either directly or by way of 
the blood, and must observe their effects. 
Having seen these things himself, he 
never can forget them when he sits at 
the bedside. How many human lives have 
been sacrificed for want of this first- 
hand knowledge of drug action will never 
be known; but if {t could be known there 
would never be any merace of “ inspec- 
tion and regulation.” 

Here on the streets of a great city are 
thousands of homeless dogs and cats 
which live on what they can pick up from 
the garbage pails. Such a dog or cat 
may fall into the hands of an agent of 
the A. 6. P. C. A. If go, it is taken to 
the pound and kept for a few days, when, 
if not claimed, it is dumped into a tank 
with a dozen or two of its fellows and is 
suffocated with gas. Imagine what goes 
on in that tank! The medical school is 
more merciful. The dog is always kept 
for several days to await  claim- 
ants, very often he is kept for a 
long time in a ~»perfectly clean pen, 
and is used for some feeding experiment, 
which not only does him no harm, but 
gives him the best food he ever tasted. 
If he is @ mangy, miserable sort of cur 
anyhow, he is likely to be used for an 
experiment as early as possible; in which 
case he is first given a dose of morphine, 
which puts him to sleep. This is followed 
by ether, which renders him entirely 
unconscious without any struggle, and in 
this condition he is kept while the stu- 
dent is permitted to study his heart in 
action. Of course this is only an in- 
stance. It may be the stomach or the 
brain which is being studied; the method 
is the same. The animal never becomes 
conscious again, except in those, rare in- 
stances wuere the importance of the re- 
sults to be observed makes it a moral 
obligation to prolong his life. 

Is it not about time that the city should 
see to it that the lives of these misera- 
ble animals of the street are made to 
contribute something toward a solution 
of health problems, instead of going for 
naught in a gas tank? As matters now 
stand, it is impossible for the medical 
schools to make use of this valuable 
material. The A. 8S. P. C. A. will not per- 
mit them to put the animals to death in 
their own way. It must be done tn a 
‘“‘humane” (mark the word!) manner. 

Now as to the “ open door.’’ No med- 
ical school or laboratory will deny ad- 
mittance to any person who Is sincérely 
interested in medical problems. If Prof. 
Sherwood were to apply at the Rocke- 
feller Institute, and could convince 
the authorities that she is deeply inter- 


‘ested in the search for the cure for in- 


fantile paralysis, I venture to say she 
would be shown just how the Institute 
is attempting to find the cure by experi- 
ments on monkeys. She might, however, 
be asked to prove that she has a higher 
regard for the baby than for:the monkey 
or a dog, or a guinea pig, arid her recent 
letter to THe’ Timms would create some 
doubt on this point. It is a singular 
coincidence, of great interest, both from 
the physiological and the psychological 
point of view, that few of the anti-vivi- 
sectionists. have any children. The zo- 
bphil psychésis, as Dr. Dana terms the 
abnormal love for animals, it would seem, 
comes on as a@ rule after the usual age 
of parenthood and in many instances 
can be explained as replacing the normal 
‘“‘msychodis’’ which we call maternal 
love,

DATE FOR TAXES. 


Wants the Savings Bank Interest Pay~ 
ment Considered. 


To the Bdttor of The New York Times: 

The scheme fer paying taxes twice each 
year, as proposed by the Controller, w- 
stead of ence, as at present, while # 
might ease the burden imposed upon tas 
Payers to some degree and save some iIn- 
terest on revenue bonds sold in antictpa- 
tion of taxes to be collected in the future, 
does not te my mind solve the’ problem ag 
it should be solved. 

It would undoubtedly be a wise pro- 
vision to collect taxes in advance of the 
expenditures, but why wait until May 1 
fer the first payment, leaving four months 
when the city must borrew money for 
expenses? It has always appeared like an 
ingenious scheme on the part of our finan- 
ciers to fix due dates for taxes about 
four months after interest dates In sav- 
ings banks, so that money drawn fer taxes 
loses four menths’ interest, to the advan- 
tage of the institutions. That is the plan 
at present, with taxes due Oct. 1, an@ the 
new plan proposed does not change that 
feature. 

Four menths’ interest lost te the tx 
payer and the city borrowing money fer 
expenses for four months is a very geod 
plan for the capitalist and savings ineti- 
tution, but fs it one best calculated te help 
the taxpaying public? To fix the due 
dates at Jan. 1 and July 1, with penalty 
from the 15th of each ef those months, 
allowing a@ reasonable discount for the 
payment of July taxes In January, would 
be money in pocket to both the taxpayer 
and the city. The entire four and a half 
mfllion interest charges on revenue bonds 
would be saved te the city and the sayv- 
ings bank depositor would not lose the 
legitimate earnings on his savings. 

If such a radical advance of the due 
date would work a hardsh{ip on the taz- 
payer by bringing the first payment under 
the new scheme toe close to the due date 
under the present plan, that difficulty 
could be overcome by beginning with May 
1 and Nov. 1, as due date, and each year 
advancing the due date one month until 
in five years the dates proposed were 
reached. 

Jan. 1 and July 1 are the dates upen 
which the great bulk of Interest and ditvi- 
dends is paid, and it should not require 
much argument to convince eur city fa- 
thers that those are the logical dates for

She was a Princess, but before all she 
was a woman.

Be this as it may, 
however, she reserved her heart and hand 
until she had visited a bohemian res- 
taurant where various people ordered 
things, but no one ever ate, and where 
she beheld for the first time the real 
thing in Dukes in the. person of the 
smooth-faced Sergius, who not only made 
violent love to her and every other wom- 
an.on the premises, but had the effontery 
to say in her presence what an incom- 
etent ruler the Princess was, and why 
iE wouldn’t marry her if she asked him. 

To be sure, she had taken a mean ad- 
vantage. He hadn’t hesitated to tell his 
right name, which was careless of him, 
while she had withheld hers. At this 
point, however, she shouted so that all 
should hear that she was the Princess 
Stephanie of Balaria, and that he was to 
he dragged hence to a dungeon vile, and 
from whence he presently emerged in a 
new suit of court clothes to learn that 
she loved him and had signed an abdica- 
tion paper in his favor. 

There is more plot than this to the 
Ralkan Princess, which was seen for the 
first time at the Herald Square Theatre 
last night, but the rest of it is not espe- 
cially significant. Moreover, it is mostly 
of a so-called comic sort, involving two 
strangers, who come a-thieving to the 
ons a charwoman, who watches the 
*=rincess’s pearis, and a clownish waiter 
in the restaurant, who had disappeared 
years before, and who was supposed to 
have lost his life in the canal. And, tak- 
ing the,entertainment all in all—jokes in- 
cluded, and which suggest that if Con- 
fucious ever laughed at jokes he must 
have laughed at some of these—it is an- 
other one of the kind which is best de- 
seribed by reference to the Bishop's fa- 
mous egg, and which, it will be remem- 
bered, was said by the young curate who 
ate it to be quite good in parts. 

What are chiefly lacking to make the 
* Balkan Princess”’’ the sort of succéss 
here which it appears to have been in 
London are personalities, voices, and com- 
edians. These few things excepted, it does 
well enough. It 1s beautifully staged with 
several pictures that are really delightful, 
and with plenty of cotor in costume and 
pretty girls in them, with considerabie 
vivacity to boot. But the comedy roles 
which might have been built on to good 
advantage by clever clowns go for little 
here. 

The restaurant orchestras and American 
collaborators of the English composers 
have already made much of the music 
familiar, which is not necessarily a disad- 
vantage, for it falls agreeably and fa- 
miliarly on the ear, and in several in- 
stances has exceptional tunefulness. Again 
a waltz tune serves as a connecting link 
through much of the action, as well as in 
the climax of the love story. 

There is the usual scene of revelry by 
night with the opening of the second act 
in the Bohemian restaurant, with some- 
what too much abandon in spots to be 
in good taste. Also, what appear to be 
the most remarkable pair of décolleté 
hose yet introduced into musical comedy, 
As to their beauty or otherwise that is 
entirely a matter of point of view. 

The talents of Miss Louise Gunning, 
the chief performer of the evening, are 
pretty well known to the community by 
this time. As the Princess she wears 
some charming frocks, and comports her- 
self very much as court ladies in this 
sort of thing generally do. Her voice is 
of better quality, and shows bettef train- 
ing than most of those who head musical 
comedy casts, -which makes it all the 
more a pity that she is overfond of cer- 
iain high notes of an unpleasantly pene- 
trating quality. Miss Gunning’s popu- 
larity, however, is undoubted, and she 
was most enthusiastically applauded last 
night. Next to her interest centred in 
Mr. Robert Warwick, making his first 
appearance here in a musical play. He 
was a picturesque hero, and his acting 
took on a breadth appropriate to the 
style of entertainment. 

His voice is of an agreeable quality, 
and both of his solo numbers won him 
much applause. <A pleasant personality 
and voice wére displayed by Alice Brady, 
while Miss Vida Whitmore appeared en- 
tirely comfortable in the rdéle of the lead- 
ing lady of the Bohemian fast set. Her- 
bert Corthell, as the waiter, was amusing 
at times, but it cannot be said that either 
Perey Ames, who has been funny on Oc- 
easion, or Teddy Webb added anything 
to the general hilarity. A chorus girl, 
name unknown, is to be commended for 
a good bit of pantomime disclosed as 
she sank at the Princess’s feet in the 
climax of the first act, and there was an 
especially pleasing number engaging six 
or eight of the little girls, who, besides 
being exceptionally pretty, were graceful 
and spirited in the drapery evolutions,

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DIES AS HIS PLAY IS STAGED. 





Walter Browne, Author of “ Every- 
woman,” Had an Adventurous Career. 


On the eve of what appeared the success 
for which he had striven for years, Wal- 


ter Browne, actor playwright, and news- 
aper writer, died early yesterday morn- 
ng of gad arte in the Audubon Hospi- 
tal, 8 . Nicholas Place. His last mo- 
ments were cheered by the knowledge 
that his modern morality play, ‘“‘ Every- 
woman,’’ was-assured of a favorable re- 
ception. It received its dress rehearsal 
on Wednesday night in Daly’s Theatre, 
and his wife left his bedside to bring him 
word of the way in which the small audi- 
ence of friends regarded it. When she 
returned to the hospital her husband was 
still strong enough to understand what 
ehe was permitted to tell him of the re- 
ception, but a few hours later he was 
dead. ‘“‘ Everywoman” was produced in 
Hartford last night. 
Mr. Browne's illness was traced directly 
vd work he had undergone in the 
five weeks of rehearsal. Certain lines in 
the piece seemed to have a sad signifi- 
canes in connection with his death. Thev 
read: 


Time hath summoned all manner of mum- 
mers to enact strange scenes on the stage 
of life and rung down many tragic cur- 
tains. Yet all must obey bis call. 

Mr. Browne had himself acted strange 
Scenes. Born in Hull, Yorkshire, the son 
of the late Dr. George Browne, twice 
jord Mayor of York, he was educated at 
St. Peter’s College, York, and afterward 
studied in the Royal College of Physi- 
cians in Londorn. He founded the York 
Garrick Club, an amateur organization, 
and toured EXYngland in pianoforte and 
vocal | recitals. He was one of the orig- 
inal Savoy company in the production of 
the Gilbert and Sullivan operas, and cre- 
ated the part of the Colonel in ‘“ Pa- 
tience,”’ e also Ba in grand opera at 
Covent Garden and in oratorio at the 
Crystal Palace. He was one of 
founders of The Yorkshireman, a weekly 
satirical publication, and was for three 
years dramatic critic on The London 
Echo, the pioneer evening one-cent news- 
paper. 

Among his plays were ‘ Hearts and 
Home,” produced at the Theatre Royal, 
York; “A King of Bhreds and Patches, 
ae Ripples,”’ as A Love ame,”’ played 
more than 98900 times at Toole’s The- 
atre, London; “A Wet Night,” which 
had a run of 400 performances; ‘ Fits 
and ‘Starts,’’ ‘Blue Ribbons,” ‘* Wed- 
ded,”” ‘“‘Once Again,” ‘‘The Bo’sun’s 
Mate,” “In Possession,” ‘‘ Mates,”’ and 
“Photographic Fun,’’ many of which 
were successful in London and the prov- 
inces. ‘“‘The Next Day” was produced 
in America. 

Mr. Browne also published two volumes 
of. yerse and wrote two novels, “* Joe Bus- 
kin, Comedian,’ published in London, and 
“The Fossil Man,’ which was issued by 
Dillingham, New York. He wandered all 
over tne world, partly as an opera singer 
or acter, partiy as an adventurer. He 
was a member of the Johannesburg Stock 
Exchange in its early days. and worked 
side by side with Kyrie Bellew in the 
Australian gold diggings. Coming to 
New York in 1892 he found a revival of 
the Gilbert and Sullivan operas an- 
nounced under the management of Harr 
Askin. He jotned the company and play 
Grosvenor in “ Patience” and Sfephon 
in ‘“‘lolanthe.”” Then he took up news- 
paper work, and was for a time editorial 
The World. Latterly he was 
real estate editor on The Evening Tele- 
gram. His last play to be seen in this 
city was ‘‘ Miss Molly wre, OM His wife 
and three children survive nim.

The Right Rev. Ozi William Whitaker, 
Bishop of the Protestant Hpiscopal Dio- 
eese eof Pennsylvania, died yesterday at 
his home in Philadelphia. Bishop Whit- 
aker was a close friend of Archbishop 


Ryan, head of the Catholic Church in 
Pennsylvania, who is very low at his heme 
in Philadelphia. ae 

The two prelates were nearly the same 
age. Bishop Whitaker would have cele- 
brated his eighty-first birthday on May 10 
of this year, while Archbishop Ryan, if 
he lives, will be eighty years old on Feb. 
20. It was their custom.for many years 
to exchange birthday greetings. 

The interests of the two men were the 
game to a large degree. Both have shown 
a great interest in the American Indian’s 
welfare. Bishop Whitaker preceded Arch- 
bishop Ryan on the Indian Commission. 
They have also acted alike on many civic 
questions. 

At thé time of the big street car strike 
in Philadelphia last year Bishop Whitaker 
came out flat-footed for the strikers and 

ave his moral support to their cause 
ficainst the street railway. His stand 
ade a deep impression in Pennsylvania 


and was widely heralded by the union | 


forces all over the country. 

Bishop Whitaker was born in New Sa- 
lem, Mass., in 1830. He was educated at 
Middlebury College, from which hé was 
graduated in 1856.. For several years he 
was the Principal of the New Brockfield 
High School in Massachusetts. Later he 
took up theological studies, and in 1863 
completed a course at the General Theo- 
logical Seminary in this city. That same 
year he was ordained a deacon in Grace 
Chureh, Boston, and a month later en- 
tered the priesthood. His first call was 
to a parish in Nevada. 

After rounding out two years of work 
in the West he returned and took charge 
of St. Paul’s Church in Englewood, N. J. 
But in 1867 he went West again, this time 
to become rector of St. Paul’s Church in 
Virginia City, Nev. A year later, at the 
meeting of the General Convention in 
New York City, he was chosen Bishop of 
Nevada, and was consecrated here on Oct. 
13, 1869. The degree of coctor of divin- 
ity was conferred upon him shortly after- 
ward by Gambier College tn Ohio. In 1886 
he became Assistant Bishop of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The sudbessor of ag Whitaker is 
the Right Rev. Alexander Mackay-Smith, 
the aged prelate’s coadjutor. Bishop 
Mackay-Smith ts said to be the wealthiest 
clergyman in the Episcopal Church in this 
country. He was born in New Haven, 
Conn., in 1850, is a graduate of St. Paul’s 
School, Concord, N. H., and of Trinity 
College, Hartford. He was a resident of 
Boston from 1877 to 1880, during which 
period. he was attached to Grace Church, 
South Boston.

REAR ADMIRAL TERRY DEAD. 


BISHOP WHITAKER — 





Retired Officer Had a Distinguished 
Record in the Civil War. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 9.—Rear Admiral 
Silas W.. Terry, U. 8S. N., retired, died 
here to-day of pneumonia, 


Rear Admiral Terry was retired Dec. 
28, 1904, after forty-six years of service. 


Admiral Terry was 68 years old. He én- 
tered the Naval Academy at the age of 


completing his course, at the outbreak of 
the civil war, was ordered to active sea 
dut¥Y, and from June, 1861, to September, 
1862, served on the Dale, in the Atlantic 
Coast blockade. He was promoted to 
Ensign and was made an aid on the staff 
of Rear Admiral Lee until July, 1863. In 
the Autumn of that year he was trans- 
ferred to the Black Hawk of the Missis- 
Tr Squadron. 

e took part in the Red River expedi- 
tion, and because of his bravery was 
placed in command of the _ transport 
Benefit, to carry dispatches and suppiive 
for Admiral Porter. For this work he 
was commended by the Admiral in an 
official report to the Secretary of the 
Navy, and was advanced five numbers in 
the grade of Lieutenant for gallantry by 
President Lincoln. Admiral Porter ap- 
pointed him a detail officer on his staff 
retaining him in that capacity to the end 
of the war. He was present at the fall 
of Richmond, and attended President Lin-. 
colin when he entered that city. 

In Januaxy, 1882, while commanding the 
Marion, he rescued the crew of the bark 
Trinity, which had been wrecked in Octo- 
ber, 1880, on Heard Island, Indian Ocean, 
and in February, 1882, while at Cape 
Town, he hauled the English ship Poonah 
off the beach, saving her from total 
loss, for which he received the thanks of 
the Governments of Cape Colony _ and 
England, In March, 1900, Admiral Terry 
became the junior flag officer of the 
service by promotion to the highest grade. 
He wag Commandant at the navy .yar 
at Washington from 1900 to 1903, and at 
the naval station at Honolulu from 1903 
until his retirement. 

Admiral Terry’s daughter, HDleanor, last 
November married Licut. Commander 
Camperio, formetly Naval Attaché of 
the Italian Embassy here. The couple 
now reside in Italy. 


“EXILE” McBRIDE DEAD. 


Irish Patriot Spent Forty Years in 
Behaif of Home Rule. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Feb. 9.—John J. Me- 


Bride, widely known as-‘“ Exile” Mc- 
Bride, died at his home here to-day. He 
was 63 years old. 

McBride was born in Dublin. He took 
an active interest in the young Ireland 
movement for thé freedom of his country. 
He organized and drilled young boys of 
his own age and was preparing for the re- 
bellion which was to have been led by 
John Boyle Geily and other patriots 
of that day. The plot, however, was dis- 
covered, and McBride was obliged to flee 
to France. After living in France two 
years, he sailed for America, He came 
from New York to Buffalo shortly after 


landing. , 

McBride took part In the Fenian raid 
and was captured at the battle of Ridge- 
way. He was released through the ef- 
ferts of Congressman Bash and the iate 
Bishop Timon, after which he returned to 
Buffalo. He had spent a great part cf 
the last forty years in organizing Irish 
movements for tne support of the home 
rule movement.

Thompson and two of his 
brothers were pioneers in Kansas, and joined 
Brown when he began his celebrated raid.

..George Hackenschmidt, the Russian 
Zion, lost his handicap wrestling match 
with Starislaus Zbyszko, the Polish 
champion, at Madison Square Garden last 
night, failing to throw his opponent dur- 
ing the ninety minutes of actual wrest- 
ling. According to the terms of the match 
Hackenschmidt was to throw Zbyszko 
twice within that time, and one fall for 
Zbyszko would give him the victory. The 
alloted space of time proved too small 
for either man to pin his opponent's 
shoulders to the mat and it is now a 
foregone conclusion that the two will be 
‘tched for a finish bout, best two out 


of three falls. 


The contest showed Hackenschmidt far 
superior to Zbyszko as a wrestler, and the 
Pole a man of wonderful strength. As 





for attack, Zbyszko was powerless against | 


the wily Hackenschmidt, but for defen- 
Sive work he showed himself a wonder. 
He spent the greater part of the hour 
and a2 half in breaking holds which Hack- 
enschmidt was continually forcing him 
into, and he had to break about every 
hold known to wrestling during the even- 
ing. In spite of this work the Pole showed 
no signs of weakening, and he was trying 
to force the issue when Referee Tim 
Hurst called time. On the attack Zbyszko 
could do nothing. He tried for toe holds,

Jack Johnson’s Sparring Partner 
Floored in Seventh Round 
at National Club. 








George Cotton, the negro heavyweight 
who was Jack Johnson’s sparring part- 
ner at Reno last July, was knocked out 
by Morris Harris in the seventh round of 
a bout which was scheduled to go ten 
rounds, at the National Sporting Club 
last night. It was a slam-bang mill, 
with both contestants waving. their 
hands wildly to land a knockout blow. 
In the seventh round Cotton janded sev- 
eral solid jabs on Harris’s s jaw, and twice 
rushed him to the ropes. After taking 
a hard smash on the jaw, Harris swung 
his left against Cotton’s stomach with 
terrific force, and the big negro fell to 
the floor on his face and was counted 
out. Then he got up and went to his 
corner. 

Cotton was the larger of the men, and 
outpointed Harris easily in the early 
rounds. He continually jabbed the Phila- 
delphia negro, and had no trouble in 
avoiding Harris's wild swings. The third 
round was full of action, and at different 
times during the session both boxers were 
about on the verge of being knocked out. 
They rushed at each other, and Cotton 
stuck his left ‘into Harris’s face with 
regularity. Harris then took the upper 
hand, and forced Cotton to back ground. 
He went at him with rights and lefts 
and staggered him. Forcing him into a 
corner, Harris sent Cotton down with 
right swing to the jaw, and he stay gf 
down for the count. Harris was oveF- 
anxious, and rushed at Cotton when 
was haif way up, 
advantage of an 
rest. 

When he got to his feet Cotton recov- 
ered with surprising agility and sailed 
at Harris with a rush. He got the Quaker 
negro on the ropes and showered him 
With rights and lefts to the jaw while 
Harris hung there helpless. The bell 
sounded in the time to save Harris. in 
the fourth, fifth, and sixth rounds both 
boxers landed hard, but they slowed up 
considerably and Cotton was plainly

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CONKLIN WINS 
BILLIARD GAME 


Former Amateur’ Title-Holder 
Runs 95 in World’s Cham- 
pionship Contest. 








Charlies F. Conklin of Chicago was the 
master of the situation last night at the 
tournament game in the world’s amateur 
championship series at the German Lie- 
derkranz Club, as he defeated Joseph 
Mayer of Philadelphia. 

In spots the winner. contributed some 
good class balk line, one of 95 in particu- 
lar standing out as a fine exposition. 
With the game nearly over Mayer ran 74. 

After rolling but 7 points in his first 
three innings, Mayer settled down to some 
real balk line in his next session, and 
just got over the half-hundred mark with 
a break of 51, missing on what lookeddike 
a particularly easy draw. Conklin re- 
sponded with 21, and came right back in 
his next inning with 8u. 

At the finish of the fifth inning Conk- 
lin’s total showed four points to the good, 
which, further augmented with 23 in the 
seventh, put him out of harm’s way, with 
the result that always afterward he was 
in the lead, 

After he passed the century mark, Conk- 
lin contributed some attractive- -looking, 
all-around billiards, netting 53 in his 
tenth, eleventh, and twelfth essays, with 
18, 15, and 20, a stop being put to the 
last run by his failure to connect with a 
three-cushion natural. Mayer got beyond 
the hundred mark with a break of 16 in 
his twelfth, all gained by hard billiards. 

Mayer was quite some time in getting 
the globes to respond to his coaxing, and 
after his early run of 51 had to be con- 
tent with breaks which failed to aid his 
tally materially. He made misses of a 
most exasperating nature, and was plain- 
ly chagrined at his apparent inability to 
execute the easiest kinds of draw shots. 
In his eighteenth time at the table it re- 
quired ‘really forceful play for him to 
pound out 26 points, after which he failed 
ona massé, leaving the spheres in capital 
position for Conklin, who took advantage 
of his opportunities to the end of playing 
real balk line, runnigg 95. During -the 
major portion of this scoring bee his abil- 
ity at position play was particularly no- 
ticeable. He played the line well, making 
pretty drives to the rail and back. 
Through his apparent desire to play fast 
billiards he came within the narrowest of 
margins of missing a half dozen times. 

His eighty-first shot of this run was a 
massé of a different &ind, which, Gespite 
being kissed, counted because of the 
power of the English he had given his 
cue ball. After rolling 95, he was unfortu- 
nate enough to tie himself up behind the 
red ball with the white six inches away, 
and in such a position as to preclude a 
massé, 





thereupon essayed an_up-the- table 
trying to kiss the white over into 
the opposite corner so as to meet it on 
ti the return. The contact from red to 
'white was not forceful ehough, and he 
missed by nearly a foot. 

The most spectacular shot of the session 
was seen in Conklin’s sixth of his nine- 
teenth inning. With the balls spread he 
gave his cue bal] a world of speed, driv- 
ing it for five cushions to a count and 
position. A somewhat similiar shot which 
he missed caused him to stop at 22, with 
a total of 314. 

At the expiration of Conklin’s twentieth 
inning he showed the fine average of 
162-20. His average, however, was ma- 
terially lowered in his next seven innings, 
with but 15 as the result of his efforts. 

Following two zero marks Mayer got 
over the 200 mark in his twenty-third 
inning by playing nice, fast billiards. 
After tallying 45 he fell dcwn on a three- 
cushion shot, leaving the balls so that 
Conklin had to go around the table for 
one, which was all he could count in the 
inning. 

Apparently nothing daunted over the 
fact that his opponent had a lead off 111 
on him when he took the table for his 
thirtieth inning, Mayer set out on a scor- 
ing bee which just bristled with every 
variety of billiards, getting by the 300 
mark with the balls in nice position on the 
lines in the upper corner. Some daring 
tries for position after the spheres be- 
came spread proved attractive, but he fi- 
nally fell down on a two-cushion smash.

Government, which used it in the suc- 
cessful prosecution of all the railways 
implicated, and that the defendant did 
not get a.cent for his information. 
Riley’s chiefs at Washington had in- 
structed him, he said, that he might co- 
operate with Welliver and Norcross in 
gathering material for the Sugar Trust 
stories. that the Wickersham letter was 
let out through some error; and that the 
Government officials got so angry about 
it that Mr. Wise wanted to make an ex- 
mple of Riley. 
r Riley got several hundred dollars out of 
the information. Mr. Greene added, but 
had he been less honest he could have 
used the information he had against the 
Sugar Trust to make millions.

never been paid. But Mr. Greene object- 
ed to the attack on the defendant’s char- 
acter, which ne declared Mr. Wise was 
making. 

“There has been talk before the jury,’’ 
said Mr. Wise, “about this man giving 
out these matters from patriotic motives: 
talk about how he might have made mil- 
lions if he had used his material less 
patriotically. I want to show his real 
motives.’’ 

Judge Martin advised Mr. Wise to re- 
consider that point, and adjourned court 
until this morning at 10 o'clock.

Another expressmeén’s strike started in

Calls the Law. Governing Depor- 
tation of Aliens a Startling 
Pieoe of Legislation. 


DECIDES A GOVERNMENT SUIT 





Sustains Demurrer of Steamship Com- 
panies in an Action to Compe! Them 
to Carry Back Immoral Persons. 





In an unusual opinion handed down yes- 
terday, Judge Lacombe of the United 
States Circuit Court sustained demurrers 
of the North German Lioyd Steamship 
Company and the International Mercan- 
tile Marine Company in an action by the 
Government to recover passage money for 
two allens deported because of immoral 
character. The question raised was wheth- 
er the Federal statute requiring steam- 
ship companies to carry back at their 
own expense undesirable aliens was retro- 
active. This Judge Lacombe denies. Con- 
cerning the statute generally he says: 

‘So far as the alien is concerned, the 
statute as it stands amended is a drastic 
one. How farreaching it is may be best 
understood by supposing a not impos- 
sible case. An alien girl while yet an in- 
fant comes to this country with her par- 
ents. None of them is within any of the 
excluded classes; they are received as 
desirable immigrants and prove them- 


selves ta be so; the parents better their 
condition as the years go by, but the 
father neglects to be naturalized, the 
child grows up under their care and ‘guid- 
ance an estimable and virtuous girl. 

“Then, just as she reaches womanhood, 
both parents die after Ungering iliness, 
which wastes away their little resources, 
and the young woman is left, it may be 
with no other relatives, to make her 
struggle for existence as best she can. 
She may for some years maintain her- 
self, and then at last, at some time when 
work is scarce and poverty is strong, 
may taken the easiest way to keep body 
and soul together, and, failing, may slip 
rapidly down to the condition denounced 
in the act. 

‘All hope for her may not yet be lost. 
Institutions, State and local, and.count- 
less agencies maintained by the willing 
gifts of individuais stand ready to help 
the fallen woman and secure to her some 
opportunity for a new life. 

‘Can the alien fallen woman avail. of 
No, because the sovereign 
power stretches out its powerful arm, 
seizes her, and casts her out of the coun- 
try in which her young life was wrecked, 
to fling her inte the country whence she 
came sO many years before that to it she 
is practically an alien, possibly unable tu 
artioulate the simplest phrase in its lan- 
guage, penniless, and it may be alone. 

‘‘TIf such be the wages of sin for the 
alien fallen woman, the price might be 
thought higher than that announced in 
Romans vi., xxili. It is certatnly startling 
to find such a plece of legislation — 
the statute books of a Christian country 
But it is there nevertheless.”’
